Tex, (AP) - High level space 
officials have decided to send 
Apollo 10 around the moon for

Apollo 10 will be launched 


May 18, the source said, and fly

Missing credit eards need net 


be a problem to the cardholder, 
providing he lakes some simple 
precautions. 


The greatest concern about 


stolen credit cards centers 
around the belief that the thief 
will be able to run up thousands. 
of dollars in illegal purchases, 
and the person whose card was 
stolen will have to pay for them.. 
With most major credit cards, 
this fear is unfounded. 


In the case of BankAmcricard 


the cardholder is not held 
responsible for purchases a thief 
makes on the stolen card, 
providing the cardholder is not 
himself a party to the theft,'and 
providing he is not notably lax in 
notifying the disappearance of 
his card. 


BankAmericard expects the 


cardholder 
to notify First 


National Bank as soon as they 
discover the card is missing. If a 
person knows the card is 
missing, but does not bother 
notifying the bank for several

These will prove invaluable if 
the card is stolen. 


If a wallet or purse is stolen, 


the victim should take 
the 


following steps immediately: 


1. Notify the local police or 


sheriff. Give them a copy of your 
list of numbers, and try to give 
them all the circumstances you 
recall about the loss or theft. Be 
sure to notify them even if you 
thinkthe items may be lost, 
rather than stolen. 


2. Telephone local credit card 


and charge account offices, give 
them your name and account 
number, and tell them of the 
loss. 


3. Write letters immediately to 


all credit card and charge ac- 
count firms 
(including those

Mini-force 
Lands on Isle 
of Anguilla 


LONDON (AP) - A British 


mini-force landed on the rebel- 
lious Caribbean Island of An- 
guilla without opposition early 
today, the Foreign Office an- 
nounced. 


In an operation that the gov- 


ernment named Calypso 
and 


Londoners called the Bay of 
Piglets, the frigates Rothesay 
and Minerva put ashore a task 
force of paratroopers and ma- 
rines, believed to number 315 
men. They had been flown from 
London Tuesday to the island of 
Antiqua, 70 miles southeast of 
Anguilla. 


The brief foreign office com- 


munique said Foreign Secretary 
Michael Stewart would make a 
statement in the House of Com- 
mons later today. 


The landing force was accom- 


panied by Anthony Lee, a ca- 
reer diplomat the government 
planned to install as British 
commissioner in charge of the 
tiny island. 


Before the landing, many of 


the 6,000 Anguillans had conced- 
ed privately that they could not 
hope to repel British troops. But 
their comments for publication, 
made to scores of newsmen who 
converged on the island, were 
defiant. 


"We are prepared to fight," 


said Ronald Webster, Anguilla's 
35-year-old 
acting 
president. 


"The people of Anguilla have 
contemplated the possibility of 
armed invasion for the past 21 
months 
and 
have 
prepared 


themselves accordingly."

Trials of the first four men 


prosecuted 
under the mutiny 


charge brought prison terms of 
as much as 16 years. 


Records of the first case in* 


volving Pvt. Nesery Sood, who 
originally got 15 years, were 
flown to Washington Tuesday so 
that the Army advocate general 
could cut the sentence to two 
years, 


Only 24 hours earlier, Lt. Gen, 


Stanley 
Larsen, Sixth 
Army 


commander, had reduced Sood's 
sentence, from 15 to 7 years, 
Top Army officers felt even that 
was too harsh. 


Maj. Gen, Kenneth J, Hodson, 


advocate general, made the fur- 
ther reduction In sentence by 
acting under a rarely applied 
clemency authority. 


In 
the 
normal course of 


events, he would have left it to 
the Army Board of Review to 
pass judgement on the appropri- 
ateness of the sentence. 


It is understood, however, 


that Secretary of the Army 
Stanley 
R. Resor has been 


gravely concerned about contro- 
versy surrounding the Army's 
handling of the Presidio matter 
and wanted no delay In making 
amends. 


Resor's chief concern was 


that the public might lose faith 
in the military system of justice 
and the whole legal setup would 
be undermined by dissent. 


Rather than pass down Im- 


proper and quite possibly illegal 
edicts to first-level legal officers 
handling the cases, the Army 
decided to let the trials run the 
course. 


Besides Sood, Pvts. Lawrence 


Reidel, Louis Osczpinski and 
John Colip all were convicted of 
mutiny. 
Osczpinski 
las 
as- 


sessed 16 years, Reidel 14 and 
Colip 4, each being dishonorably 
discharged 
and forfeiting all 


pay. 


The Presidio demonstration 


occurred Oct. 12, 1968, three 
days after a stockade guard fa- 
tally shot a prisoner who began 
running after making taunting 
remarks. 


The Army subsequently ruled 


the slaying as justifiable homi- 
cide. 


On Oct. 14, 1968, when stock- 


ade prisoners were assembled 
for roll call at 7:30 a.m., the 27 
sat in one corner of the stockade 
enclosure singing protest songs. 
Later they complained of stock- 
ade conditions.

Cong's spring offensive ripped 
into South Vietnam's northern 
sector today as big enemy rock- 
ets slammed into a Da Nang 
shaatytown and ground troops 
made heavy attacks on t).S. and 
South Vietnamese forces guard- 
ing the nation's second largest 
city. 


The U.S. Command also re« 


ported that the massive counter 
offensive by more than 10,000 
American troops northwest of 
Saigon had killed 123 North 
Vietnamese soldiers Tuesday in 
its first day of operations. One 
American was killed and 23 
wounded, the command said, in- 
dicating most of the attacks on 
the enemy were by planes and 
artillery. 


AP Correspondent John T. 


Wheeler reported from Dagnang 
that 13 Vietnamese civilians 
were killed and 21 were wound- 
ed when ten 100-pound rockets 
exploded in the slum neighbor- 
hood around a Navy pier before 
dawn. It was the highest civilian 
toll in the four times Da Nang 
has been shelled since the ene- 
Ing for the U.S. Navy also was 
killed, three U.S. Marines were 
wounded. 


Twenty miles south of Da 


Nang, 400 North Vietnamese 
troops laid down a mortar bar- 
rage on a U.S. Marine night 
camp, then stormed the camp 
with 
flamethrowers, 
machine 


guns, rocket-propelled grenades 
and small arms. 


The Marines fired their artil- 


lery point-blank into the charg- 
ing enemy troops and reported 
killing 72 of them, but the fight 
also took the lives of 12 Ameri- 
cans and 30 were wounded. 


Wheeler reported that two of 


the North Vietnamese 
broke 


through the Marine lines and 
ran into a mess hall carrying 
flame throwers. They killed two 
Marines but were cut down be- 
fore they could light their fla- 
methrowers. 


Military spokesmen said the 


enemy also made several other 
coordinated 
but 
unsuccessful 


ground attacks south of Da 
Nang about 2 a.m. In one of 
them, South Vietnamese rang- 
ers and infantrymen threw back 
an assault on Dien Ban, a key 
district capital 15 miles south of 
Da Nang. 


One rocket attack being pre- 


pared for Saigon was blocked 
when two alert GIs on a watch- 
tower, James Wales of North 
Olmsted, Ohio, and Pfc. Eugene 
Grieslng of Weatherley, Pa., ob- 
served radar traces of people 
moving about a mile away. 


They called In mortar fire, 


and the radar scopes showed 
the people running off. At dawn 
searching 
troops 
found six 


122mm rockets aimed at the 
heart of Saigon, their detonating 
wires running together into one 
line. 


There have been five rocket 


attacks on Saigon during the 
current offensive, all launched 
from that general area.

Wedge, was launched 40 miles 
northwest of Saigon Tuesday to 
shatter enemy preparations for 
the assault on Saigon which U.S.

If >ou find yourself with 


other laundry to do, you can 
remove excess water from it 
by rolling it in a towel and 
squeezing (or sitting on it). 


Remove the garments im- 


mediately and hang to dry.

Draw hot water in the shower 
or bathtub, keeping the bath- 
room door closed.

Some useful items to carry- 


are a clothes brush, non-liopjid 
dry cleaning compound which 
doesn't leave rings (very good 
on soiled knots of neckties), 
plastic bags (to place shoes in 
or those wash-and-wear items 
that are still damp when it's 
time to pack), face cloths (not 
all hostelries provide them), 
and a small sewing kit for last- 
minute repairs (drat that but- 
ton!). 


If 
you travel 
frequently, 


you might want to keep a 
leather travel kit constantly 
filled with travel-sizes of de- 
odorant, 
after - shave, tooth 


paste and the like. Include one 
or two small soaps provided by 
hotels. 


Although a little more both- 


ersome, you may want to carry 
suits and sport jackets in sep- 
arate plastic carrying bags 
rather than placing them in 
your suitcase. You can stack 
two jackets and two pairs of 
slacks over each other to cut 
down on the hangers you need 
to carry.
